Santorum endorses 
ex-rival Romney 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Con¬ 
servative Republican Rick 
Santorum late yesterday en¬ 
dorsed Republican presump¬ 
tive presidential nominee Mitt 
Romney in an email to sup¬ 
porters. 

During his own push for the 
Republican nomination Santo¬ 
rum, a staunchly Roman 
Catholic former senator who 
withdrew from the presidential 
race last month, said Romney 
was not conservative enough. 

Now however, he has told 
his supporters to back Romney 
to beat Democratic President 
Barack Obama in November. 

Romney and Santorum met 
on Friday to do some fence 
mending after a bitter cam¬ 
paign, but Romney said then 
he was not expecting his for¬ 
mer rival's formal backing yet. 

"I felt that it was com¬ 
pletely impossible for me to 
even consider an endorsement 
until after a meeting to discuss 
issues critical to those of us 
who often feel our voices are 
not heard by the establishment: 
social conservatives, tea-party 
supporters, lower and middle 
income working families," said 
Santorum. 


Romney "clearly under¬ 
stands that having pro-family 
initiatives are not only the 
morally and economically 
right thing to do, but that the 
family is the basic building 
block of our society and must 
be preserved," Santorum 
stressed. 

"We talked about what it 
would take to win this election. 
...The America we know is 
being fundamentally changed 
to look more like a European 
socialist state than the land of 
opportunity our founding fa¬ 
thers established," he argued. 

At campaign events this 
year, arch-conservative Santo¬ 
rum repeatedly spoke about 
social themes such abortion 
and gay rights, two bedrock 
conservative issues on which 
Romney has changed his posi¬ 
tion over the years. 

When Santorum dropped 
out of the race April 10 after a 
surprisingly strong grass roots 
campaign that began last year 
in a pick-up truck, he did not 
mention Romney's name. 

But the Republicans must 
close ranks if they want to 
keep Obama from winning re- 
election in November.

Change of street direction scheipstraat detail 


Jossy Kock of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works and 
Officer Kramers from the 
traffic control department ex¬ 
plained important changes on 
two west- bound routes in 
Oranjestad beginning today 
to facilitate roadwork. 

The Havenstraat, located 
behind the Renaissance Mall, 
will be closed from the inter¬ 
section at the rear exit of the 
mall to the Westraat to allow 
for the laying of track for the 
tram through the town. West¬ 
bound traffic from the Wil- 
helminastraat will be redi¬ 
rected north at the intersec¬ 
tion of Emmastraat/Kaz- 
emestraat to the Scheipstraat. 
The direction of Scheipstraat 
will be changed from one 
way eastbound to westbound. 
Traffic can then flow to the 
Weststraat where it can turn 
either north or south to exit 
the town. 

Traffic direction on the 
one block of street bordered 
by the square and Aventura 
Mall will also change, and 


cars will drive on the left side 
of the street, the English way, 
until the roadwork is com¬ 
pleted. This will allow for a 
smoother flow of traffic. Cars 
headed south from Emmas- 
traat will veer left to take 
Kazemestraat to get to Klip- 
straat and travel eastbound 
through Oranjestad, as it is at 
present, while vehicles on 
Wilhelminastraat will turn 
north onto the west side of 


that block, which is the Em- 
mastraat, to cross over to the 
Scheipstraat and out of town. 
Work on the Havenstraat is 
scheduled to be completed in 
one month. 

Additionally, improve¬ 
ment of the LaSallestraat will 
now move into another 
phase, and the road will be 
closed from the Texaco 
roundabout going west.

ORANJESTAD - The new 
court room building has been 
under restauration, renova¬ 
tion and expansion for many, 
many months. During the 
process of the work, those in 
charge of the project encoun¬ 
tered numerous aspects of 
unexpected historical nature 
with which they had to con¬ 
tend.

Aruba’s Census Bureau will open 
on Saturday morning 


ORANJESTAD - In connec¬ 
tion with the upcoming busy 
vacation period, the Census 
Bureau has decided to pro¬ 
vide services to the general 
public on Saturday the 12th 
of May especially for peti¬ 
tions for and the delivery of 
passports. 

As of May 12th, every Sat¬ 
urday from 9:00 in the morn¬ 
ing to 1:00 in the afternoon, 
anyone needing to request a 
passport or to collect a pass¬ 
port can do so during the 
hours indicated. This service 
on Saturdays will continue up 
to the 30th of June. 

The Bureau is also an¬ 
nouncing to the public that as 
of June 26th, 2012, in accor¬ 
dance with a change in the 
census law, it is no longer 


possible to add a child’s 
name to the passport of a par¬ 
ent. This means that if some¬ 
one is planning to travel with 
a child, the child is now re¬ 
quired to have his/her very 
own passport. The parent’s 
passport will remain valid 
until its expiration date. 

When applying for a new 
passport or renewing a pass¬ 
port, it is necessary to have 
all the required documents, 
such as the old passport, valid 
proof of identification, the 
correct amount of the re¬ 
quired application/processing 
fee and a professionally taken 
photo. 

The processing of a pass¬ 
port takes two weeks, this is 
why it is unwise to wait until 
the very last moment to apply 


for a passport. 

For all other services of 
the Census Bureau, applica¬ 
tion or requests must be made 
during normal weekdays ei¬ 
ther at the Oranjestad Bureau 
or at the Government sub¬ 
sidiary services in the dis¬ 
tricts.

The site is aimed at national 
and international organizations 
and individuals. In order to 
give access to a broad audi¬ 
ence, the language of the site is 
English. However it may occur 
that some of the laws and doc¬ 
uments you find on the site are 
in Dutch, since this is the offi¬ 
cial language of Curacao.

Opportunities for a career 
is decicive in whether to 
come back to Aruba 


The belief that there are insuf¬ 
ficient possibilities for creating 
a career as a professional on 
Aruba, is the major argument 
students use for not returning to 
Aruba after completing their 
studies abroad. This conclusion 
was drawn from an extensive 
research conducted by the De¬ 
partment of Education at the 
Aruba House. Head of the De¬ 
partment of Education, Samuel 
Dumfries took the initiative to 
prepare a questionnaire which 
was submitted to 1500 Aruban 
students currently residing in 
the Netherlands. 

Dumfries reported having 
received some 400 question¬ 
naires back. He considered this 
a reasonable response to use as 
the basis for drawing a conclu¬ 
sion as to why students do not 
return to Aruba after complet¬ 
ing their education. 

According to Dumfries, the 
questionnaire reveals that 56% 
have no interest in returning 
home, and 44% reports being 
interested in returning to Aruba. 
However, it is obvious that 
there are many in that group 
who do not return but choose to 
stay in Holland. 

The research also indicated 
that many of our students be¬ 
lieve that there are many more 
opportunities in Holland for de¬ 
veloping and growing in their 
professional career. These stu¬ 
dents, do not just want a job, 
they want a job in which there 
are opportunities to grow and 
continue to develop profession¬ 
ally. Only 16% of those ques¬ 


tioned considered salaries the 
reason for remaining in Hol¬ 
land. Another 13% indicated 
that their reason for staying is 
because of job security. 

The government of Aruba, 
obviously want to see our 
young professionals returning 
to their homeland to contribute 
to the growth and economy of 
the island. Last year, the gov¬ 
ernment of Aruba introduced an 
incentive to get students to re¬ 
turn to Aruba by offering them 
a 30% deduction on their gov¬ 
ernment student loans. Hence, 
any student who decides to re¬ 
turn to Aruba after completing 
his/her studies within 2 years of 
receiving their diplomas would 
be entitled to the 30% reduction 
in their student loan. 

According to Dumfries, 
such an incentive is good, but 
not enough. He believes that, if 
we truly want our young people 
to return home, we must put 
more emphasis on their aspira¬ 
tions. 

Dumfries is convinced that 
we need ambitious young peo¬ 
ple, well-educated to work in 
the new sectors that will be cre¬ 
ated with all the innovations 
taking place on the island. He 
believes that offers and de¬ 
mands will be plenty. Aruba 
House in the Netherlands will 
do their utmost to facilitate the 
process for our young people. 
Samuel Dumfries gladly sub¬ 
mitted a copy of his ambitious 
and well-researched work to the 
Minister of Education, Mr. 
Arthur Dowers.

Illegal dump at Seroe Patrishi 
to be eliminated 



PARADERA — Last week 
citizens of Seroe Patrishi 
made it clear to the govern¬ 
ment’s BoBario team what 
they want changed in their 
barrio. One thing they in¬ 
sisted must be changed im¬ 
mediately is an illegal dump 
at the edge of the barrio. They 
claim it is a very unhygienic 
situation and a major frustra¬ 
tion for the entire barrio. The 
government promised that 
they will attend to the prob¬ 
lem. Action is being taken 
and the big hole being used 
as a dump is being closed. 
Last Monday the Prime Min¬ 
ister went to the area to see 
for himself how the work was 
progressing. 

The PM indicated that 
these types of dumps affect 
the quality of life of the citi¬ 
zens in the barrio. He men¬ 
tioned that the Council of 
Ministers have dealt with 


many situations related to this 
type of problem. Around the 
island there are about 60 
holes like the one in Seroe 
Patrishi of which 28 of them 
are being used as illegal 
dumps. 

These holes were created 
in the past for digging for 
sand and/or stones. The PM 
reported that the Council of 
Ministers have formed a 
commission to study this sit¬ 
uation and to advice the gov¬ 
ernment as to what should be 
the best action to take with 
respect to this problem. Min¬ 
ister Sievinger, on the other 
hand, is of the opinion that 
not only must they eliminate 
the illegal dumps, but that the 
official dumps should be ex¬ 
panded. He indicated that if 
these dumps are not ex¬ 
panded and the illegal dumps 
be eliminated, pretty soon the 
official dumps will fill up. 


And, new dumps will be cre¬ 
ated either in the bushes or 
near residential areas. 

After a careful inspection 
of the dump in Seroe Patrishi, 
the decision was taken to 
close this illegal dump imme¬ 
diately. Hence, DOW is guid¬ 
ing the process of the closing 
of this dump. It is estimated 
that the work will take about 
three weeks to complete. 
They have cordoned off the 
area with chains, boulders 
and tubes to avoid the deposit 
of any future garbage. Only 
trucks with boulders, sand 
and other building debris 
may deposit material to help 
to fill-up the area even more. 
Once this unmsightly and 
dangerous dump is com- 
petely closed and cleaned up, 
the area will be a pleasant 
place for those living in the 
area.

MIAMI (AFP) - George Zim¬ 
merman, a neighborhood 
watch volunteer accused of 
killing an unarmed black 
teenager earlier this year, yes¬ 
terday waived his right to a 
speedy trial and asked for more 
time to prepare his case, ac¬ 
cording to court documents. 

Zimmerman's lawyer pre¬ 
sented petitions in the Florida 
court for the 28-year-old, who 
faces second degree murder 
charges after being freed on 
bail on April 23. 

The motion showed the 


state of Florida did not oppose 
the request. The law allows 
people accused of serious 
crimes to be tried within 175 
days, but that time frame can 
be waived to allow legal teams 
to prepare their defense. 

Zimmerman, 28, has 
pleaded not guilty to the 
charges arising from the shoot¬ 
ing of Martin, 17, on February 
26 as he crossed a gated com¬ 
munity in the Florida town of 
Sanford on his way home from 
buying sweets at a local shop. 

The case has attracted na¬ 


tional attention, including 
protests led by civil rights 
leaders, because police initially 
accepted Zimmerman's claim 
that he shot Martin in self-de¬ 
fense. 

They refused to arrest him 
until a special prosecutor fi¬ 
nally brought second degree 
murder charges against him 
April 11. 

He did not appear in court 
yesterday, and has been out of 
the public eye since being 
freed on bail last month. 


McCain hopes Suu Kyi can visit US 
after getting passport 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Sen¬ 
ior Senator John McCain said 
yesterday he looked forward to 
someday welcoming Myan¬ 
mar's Aung San Suu Kyi to the 
US Congress after the opposi¬ 
tion leader was issued a pass¬ 
port. 

Her National League for 
Democracy said earlier yester¬ 
day that Suu Kyi, who spent 
much of the last two decades 
locked up in her Yangon home 
by Myanmar's former junta, 


was issued a passport as she 
prepares to travel abroad for 
the first time in 24 years. 

"I'm very glad that she's got 
it. We look forward to greeting 
her here in Congress," Mc¬ 
Cain, the ranking Republican 
on the Armed Services Com¬ 
mittee and one of the primary 
shapers of US policy on Myan¬ 
mar, told reporters. 

He did not provide an ex¬ 
pected date for a Suu Kyi trip 
to Washington. 


The US House of Represen¬ 
tatives bestowed the Congres¬ 
sional Gold medal on Suu Kyi 
in 2008. 

Suu Kyi, 66, plans to visit 
Oslo next month to finally ac¬ 
cept her 1991 Nobel Peace 
Prize in person, and has plans 
to visit Britain, where she lived 
for years with her late husband 
and their two sons before she 
returned to Myanmar in the 
late 1980s.

Colombia journalist suggests

BOGOTA (AFP) - A Colom¬ 
bian journalist close to FARC 
rebels suggested releasing the 
founder of his press agency in 
jail here for the past year in re¬ 
turn for kidnapped French cor¬ 
respondent Romeo Langlois. 

Luis Ernesto Almario, who 
lives in exile in Australia, told 
Radio La W in Bogota that "we 
want to propose a prisoner 
swap as well as a debate on 
journalism in Colombia." 

Almario, a correspondent 


for Anncol agency, called for 
the release of its founder 
Joaquin Perez, who has been 
imprisoned in Bogota since 
April 2011 after being extra¬ 
dited from Venezuela. Perez 
set up the agency in Sweden in 
1995. 

"Both of them are prisoners 
of war," Almario said. 

Joaquin Perez has been in¬ 
volved with the FARC for 
thirty years.

Annan: Last chance’ to 
avoid civil war in Syria 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - 
UN-Arab League 
envoy Kofi Annan 
said yesterday 
his peace plan 
could be the 
last chance to 
avoid civil war 
in Syria, where 
a truce has 
failed to end 14 
months of blood¬ 
shed that monitors 
say has killed nearly 
12,000 people. 

Annan told the UN Security 
Council that the priority in 
Syria is "to stop the killing," 
and expressed concern that tor¬ 
ture, mass arrests and other 
human rights violations are in¬ 
tensifying. 

Regime forces "continue to 
press against the population," 
despite a putative truce that 
started on April 12, but attacks 
are more discrete because of 
the presence of UN military 
observers, diplomats quoted 
him as saying. 

"The biggest priority, first 
of all we need to stop the 
killing," Annan told reporters 
in Geneva, adding that his six- 
point peace plan is "the only 
remaining chance to stabilise 
the country." 

Annan briefed the council 
on his efforts to get President 
Bashar al-Assad to implement 
the plan, which he said was 
possibly "the last chance to 
avoid civil war." 

He stressed, however, that 
the peace bid was not an 
"open-ended" opportunity for 
Assad, the diplomats who at¬ 
tended the briefing said. 

US ambassador to the UN 
Susan Rice said Washington’s 
goal was still the removal of 
Assad. 

"The United States remains 
focused on increasing the pres¬ 
sure on the Assad regime and 
on Assad himself to step 


down," Rice said. 

"The situation 
in Syria remains 
dire, especially 
for the millions 
who continue 
to endure daily 
attacks and are 
in urgent need 
of humanitar¬ 
ian assistance," 
she told reporters 
after Annan’s 
briefing. 

British ambassador 
Mark Lyall Grant said Annan 
told the council he intends to 
return to Damascus in the 
coming days, only the second 
visit since his mission began 
earlier this year. 

Annan updated the UN 
body on the status of his six- 
point plan, which includes a 
UN military observer mission, 
a day after UN chief Ban Ki- 
moon warned world powers 
are racing against time to pre¬ 
vent all-out civil war in Syria. 

Annan said that the current 
60 or so observers on the 
ground "have had a calming 
effect" and the deployment by 
the end of the month of a 300- 
strong team will see a "much 
greater impact." 

There has been a decrease 
in military activities but there 
have been "serious violations" 
of the agreed ceasefire and 
there have also been attacks on 
government troops and facili¬ 
ties, he said. 

"The need for human rights 
abuses to come to an end can¬ 
not be underestimated," he 
stressed. 

"This is what the plan is all 
about." 

The Syrian Observatory for 
Human Rights said almost 
12,000, the majority of them 
civilians, have died since the 
revolt broke out in March 
2011. 



Aung San Suu Kyi given Myanmar 
passport 


Myanmar has issued oppo¬ 
sition leader Aung San Suu 
Kyi with a passport, her 
party said Tuesday, as the 
former political prisoner 
prepares to travel abroad 
for the first time in 24 
years. 

The 66-year-old democ¬ 
racy icon, who spent much 
of the last two decades 
locked up in her Yangon 
home by Myanmar's former 
junta, plans to visit Oslo 
next month to finally ac¬ 
cept her 1991 Nobel Peace 
Prize in person. (AFP) 



Ukraine's Tymoshenko ending hunger 
strike, says daughter 



KHARKIV, The Ukraine 
(AFP) - The daughter of 
Ukraine’s jailed and ailing ex¬ 
premier Yulia Tymoshenko 
said yesterday her mother was 
ending her 19-day hunger 
strike while still urging EU 
leaders to boycott her country. 

The announcement came 
only hours after the Ukraine 
was forced to shelve plans to 
host a regional summit after 
most of the participants pulled 
out in protest over the treat¬ 
ment of the 2004 Orange Rev¬ 
olution leader. 

The opposition leader’s 32- 
year-old daughter Yevgenia 
said her mother had agreed to 
be hospitalised in the eastern 
city of Kharkiv today so that 
German neurologist Lutz 
Harms can "begin bringing 
(her) out of her hunger strike". 

President Viktor Yanuko¬ 
vych's great rival was jailed for 
seven years in October follow¬ 
ing an abuse of power trial that 
was bitterly criticised by the 
United States and European 
Union for its political over¬ 
tones. 

The West's anger intensified 
when Tymoshenko began a 
fast after claiming to have been 


dragged against her will to a 
local hospital for treatment of 
a bad back that was keeping 
her from attending her new 
trial. 

That hearing — now sus¬ 
pended until May 21 — can 
theoretically extend her time in 
prison until 2023. Tymoshenko 
claims fearing being poisoned 
or infected by local hospital 
doctors. 

Her daughter said the deci¬ 
sion to end the hunger strike 
was taken in consultation with 
the visiting German medics 
and that the full recovery pe¬ 
riod from such a long stretch 
without food lasted "up to two 
weeks". 


"It is impossible to start 
treatment immediately because 
of the hunger strike," Yevgenia 
Tymoshenko said. 

The decision however is 
unlikely to ease Europe's anger 
over Tymoshenko's treatment 
and comes amid the first signs 
of a growing EU boycott of the 
country making its first tangi¬ 
ble impact. 

The Ukraine had earlier in 
the day been forced to cancel a 
Central European summit it 
was to begin hosting on Friday 
in the Crimean resort of Yalta 
after most of the participants 
pulled out. The event was 
meant to be a Ukrainian show¬ 
piece one month before 
Ukraine co-hosts Euro 2012 
football with Poland. 

But the foreign ministry 
said it was postponing the 
meeting "in connection with 
the fact that a number of Euro¬ 
pean leaders are unable to take 
part in the Yalta summit for 
different reasons." 

Yanukovych had been fac¬ 
ing the prospects of hosting an 
embarrassingly lonely summit 
after at least 10 EU leaders let 
it officially be known that they 
could not attend.

British woman makes 
marathon history in 
bionic suit 


Canada teen 
discovers 
tree pulp has 
anti-aging 
benefits 


LONDON (AFP) - 
A paralysed British 
woman became the 
first person to com¬ 
plete a marathon in a 
bionic suit as she 
crossed the finishing 
line in London on 
Tuesday 16 days 
after the race began. 

Claire Lomas was 
in tears but said she 
was "over the moon” 
as she completed the 
26.2-mile (42.2 kilo¬ 
metre) course in her 
bionic Re Walk suit, 
which mimics the re¬ 
sponse that the 
wearer's joints 
would make if they 
were not paralysed. 
Hundreds of peo¬ 
ple lined the streets and three mounted members of the 
Household Cavalry gave the 32-year-old a guard of honour 
as she finished the course on The Mall in central London. 

Lomas, a former chiropractor who was left paralysed from 
the chest down following a horse-riding accident five years 
ago, said: "There were times when I questioned whether I 
would make it when I was training. 

"Once I started, I just took each day as it came and every 
step got me a step closer." 

She walked about two miles a day, cheered on by her hus¬ 
band Dan and their 13-month-old daughter Maisie, and her 
parents. 

Lomas will not appear in the official results and did not 
receive a medal when she finished as competitors have to 
complete the course on the day of the race to qualify for a 
medal. But a dozen other runners in the race have given her 
their own medals in recognition of her achievement. 

Lomas, who now works as a jewellery designer, raised 
more than £86,000 ($140,000, 107,000 euros) for a charity 
which funds research to develop treatments for paralysis 
caused by a broken back or neck. 

"I have had tremendous support since my accident which 
I am so grateful for, some don't have that," she said. 

"Some people lose the use of their arms as well. A cure 
needs to be found." 

The £43,000 Re Walk suit, designed by Israeli entrepreneur 
Amit Goffer, enables people with lower-limb paralysis to 
stand, walk and climb stairs through motion sensors and an 
onboard computer system. 



OTTAWA (AFP) - An Ontario 
teenager who recently moved 
from Singapore to Canada 
won a national science award 
Tuesday for her groundbreak¬ 
ing work on the anti-aging 
properties of tree pulp, offi¬ 
cials said. 

Janelle Tam, 16, won the 
$5,000 award in the 2012 
Sanofi BioGENEius Chal¬ 
lenge Canada for showing 
that cellulose, the woody ma¬ 
terial found in trees that en¬ 
ables them to stand, also acts 
as a potent anti-oxidant. 

"Her super anti-oxidant 
compound could one day help 
improve health and anti-aging 
products by neutralizing more 
of the harmful free-radicals 
found in the body," Bio¬ 
science Education Canada 
said in a statement. 

Tam’s work involved tiny 
particles in the tree pulp 
known as nano-crystalline 
cellulose (NCC), which is 
flexible, durable, and also 
stronger than steel. 

"NCC is non-toxic, stable, 
soluble in water and renew¬ 
able, since it comes from 
trees," said Tam, a student at 
Waterloo Collegiate Institute. 

She chemically bound 
NCC to a well-known nano¬ 
particle called a buckminster 
fullerene, or buckyballs, 
which are already used in cos¬ 
metic and anti-aging products. 

"The new NCC-buckyball 
combination acted like a 
'nano-vacuum,’ sucking up 
free radicals and neutralizing 
them," said Bioscience Edu¬ 
cation Canada. 

"The results were really 
exciting," Tam said in a state¬ 
ment, adding that since cellu¬ 
lose is already used as filler 
and stabilizer in many vita¬ 
min products, one day she 
hopes NCC will make those 
products into super-charged 
free radical neutralizers. 


China students use intravenous 
drips for exams 


Beijing, China (AFP) - Stu¬ 
dents in central China have 
resorted to classroom intra¬ 
venous drips as a study aid to 
prepare for the nation's noto¬ 
riously difficult college en¬ 
trance exams, state press said 
Tuesday. 

Photos showing students 
at Xiaogang high school in 
Hubei province hooked up to 
hanging bottles of amino 
acids have gone viral on the 
web, eliciting shocked con¬ 
cern over how far Chinese 
students will go to get into 
university. 

According to school offi¬ 
cial Gao Pingqiang, the pre¬ 
exam injection has become 
popular with the students as it 
has no harmful health effects 
and helps the students relax,

India signals it will still pursue 
Vodafone over tax 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - India 
vowed yesterday to push ahead 
with controversial legislation 
allowing it to retroactively tax 
such companies as British mo¬ 
bile phone giant Vodafone over 
cross-border business deals. 

The measure, which has 
stirred huge protests abroad 
from foreign investors, would 
oblige overseas firms to pay 
tax on transactions involving 
Indian assets routed through 
tax havens. 

"India cannot become a no¬ 
tax country... a tax haven" to 
lure international investors, fi¬ 
nance minister Pranab 
Mukherjee told parliament. 

The amendment to India's 
Income Tax Act would bypass 
a Supreme Court ruling dis¬ 
missing a $2.2-billion tax bill 
imposed on Vodafone over its 
takeover of Hong Kong-based 
Hutchison Whampoa's Indian 
cellular unit in 2007. 

Mukherjee did not mention 
Vodafone by name but said 
"either you pay tax here or in 


your own country." 

"There cannot be a situation 
where a somebody will make 
money on an asset located in 
India and will not pay tax ei¬ 
ther in India or the country of 
its origin," he told lawmakers. 

"The legislature has the 
right to make arrangements to 
correct the court judgement," 
Mukherjee added. "Lawmak¬ 
ing power resides in parlia¬ 
ment." 

The deal was struck be¬ 
tween Vodafone's Dutch sub¬ 
sidiary and a company based 
in the Cayman Islands, a tax 
haven, that held Hutchison 
Whampoa's India assets. 

Mukherjee clarified that 
India would not target those 
deals that take place in coun¬ 
tries with which India has dou¬ 
ble tax avoidance agreements. 

But New Delhi has no such 
accord with the Cayman Is¬ 
lands. 

India contends Vodafone 
should have withheld the 
amount the seller, Hutchison, 


would have owed in capital 
gains tax when it sold the In¬ 
dian unit for $10.7 billion. 

Vodafone successfully ar¬ 
gued in the Supreme Court the 
deal was exempt from any tax 
because the sale took place 
abroad and both buyer and 
seller were from beyond 
India's borders. It also noted it 
was the purchaser and made no 
gain. 

Vodafone, India's biggest 
foreign corporate investor, has 
threatened to take the country 
to international arbitration if it 
pursues the demand for the tax. 

The cash-strapped Indian 
government had been widely 
expected to plug merger tax 
loopholes. 

But the retrospective nature 
of the legislation, unveiled as 
part of the national budget, 
stirred an international outcry 
at a time when India urgently 
needs big-ticket foreign invest¬ 
ments to upgrade its dilapi¬ 
dated infrastructure and spur 
slowing economic growth.

Pressure builds on France's Hollande 


over EU debt plans 


PARIS (AFP) - Pressure built 
on president-elect Francois 
Hollande to stand by France's 
austerity vows yesterday, with 
Germany's Angela Merkel sa¬ 
ying Europe was counting on 
them to resolve the bloc's debt 
crisis. 


Elected Sunday on a wave 



of anti-austerity feeling and 
pledges to put growth at the 
heart of European economic 
policy, Hollande joined his 
ousted right-wing rival Nicolas 
Sarkozy in laying a wreath at 
the Tomb of the Unknown Sol¬ 
dier beneath the Arc de Triom- 
phe in Paris, as France marked 
the 67th anniversary of the end 
of World War II in Europe. 

Hollande said the ceremony 
was a sign of French unity after 
a fierce campaign that high¬ 
lighted the country's deep left- 
right divide and saw him win 
with 51.6 percent of the vote. 

But outside France divi¬ 
sions came to the fore, as 
Merkel noted in a letter to Hol¬ 
lande that he was assuming 
power in the European Union's 
second-largest economy "at a 
time full of challenges". 

"It is up to us to take the 


necessary decisions for the Eu¬ 
ropean Union and the euro¬ 
zone, to prepare our societies 
for the future and protect and 
advance prosperity in a sus¬ 
tainable way," Merkel wrote in 
the letter. 

Merkel said Monday that 
she would welcome Hollande 
with "open arms" when he 
makes his first foreign trip as 
president to Berlin next week. 

But she also made clear she 
had no plans to renegotiate the 
fiscal pact setting tough budg¬ 
etary rules for EU states that 
she spearheaded, despite calls 
by Hollande to rework it to do 
more to foster growth. 

Japan joined those raising 
concerns about his plans yes¬ 
terday, with Finance Minister 
Jun Azumi warning Hollande 
to keep France's fiscal disci¬ 
pline in place.

IMF urges Germany to 
rebalance economy 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
IMF said yesterday that Ger¬ 
many's prospects for economic 
recovery look "favorable" but 
urged the country to do more 
to rebalance European growth 
and end the continent's debt 
crisis. 

After talks in Berlin, the In¬ 
ternational Monetary Fund is¬ 
sued a statement warning that 
Germany remains vulnerable 
to the problems roiling south¬ 
ern Europe, even if its domes¬ 
tic economy was solid. 

"The conditions are in place 
in Germany for a domestic de¬ 
mand-led recovery" after a 
slowdown late last year, the 
IMF said. 

But deeper crises in Greece, 
Spain, Portugal or Ireland 
"would spill over into Ger¬ 
many directly through real and 
financial channels." 

The IMF said Germany 
could do more to help address 
the structural imbalances that 
have foreshadowed the crisis 
by deepening its own reforms. 

For decades Germany's 
growth has been built on the 
success of its exports, making 
it heavily reliant on consumers 
in places like Greece. 

The IMF encouraged Ger¬ 
many to seek out more "do¬ 


mestic demand-led growth." 

"The reduction of imba¬ 
lances in the euro area would 
be helped by the natural reba¬ 
lancing of Germany's eco¬ 
nomy," the Washington-based 
Fund said. 

The IMF also called on 
Berlin to help in "articulating 
more clearly the Economic and 
Monetary Union's shared vi¬ 
sion of the post-crisis architec¬ 
ture," in order to boost market 
confidence. 

Germany has become a re¬ 
luctant savior for debt-wracked 
European nations, offering the 
bulk of cash for European 
Union bailouts but rejecting 
some wide-reaching reforms to 
monetary and fiscal policy that 
involve broader burden shar¬ 
ing. 

The rescues are deeply un¬ 
popular in Germany, leading to 
taxpayer resentment that often 
appears poised to spill over 
into the political sphere and 
poison joint European efforts 
to tackle the crises. 

The IMF stressed the risks 
for German banks inherent in 
the crisis. 

It is "important to ensure 
that risks from the global activ¬ 
ities of large banks are fully 
understood and internalized." 
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Japan's emperor 
to attend British 
queen's jubilee 



TOKYO (AFP) - Japan's 
emperor and empress will 
visit Britain next week to at¬ 
tend events celebrating 60 
years since Queen Elizabeth 
II's accession to the throne, 
the government said Tues¬ 
day. 

Akihito and his wife 
Michiko will arrive in Lon¬ 
don on May 16, and are 
scheduled to attend a lunch¬ 
eon hosted by the queen at 
Windsor Castle near Lon¬ 
don on May 18, the Impe¬ 
rial Household Agency, 
said. 

The 78-year-old em¬ 
peror, who underwent heart 
bypass surgery in February, 
has been cleared by his doc¬ 
tors for the couple's first 
overseas trip since 2009, 
when they visited Canada 
and Hawaii. 

It will be the eighth time 
the emperor has visited 
Britain; his first trip there 
was as crown prince in 
1953 for the queen's coro¬ 
nation. 

On a 1998 state visit to 
Britain, the imperial couple 
were jeered by former pris¬ 
oners of war held captive by 
Japan during World War II. 

Several one-time PoWs 
turned their backs on the 
emperor as he was being 
driven through London's 
streets. 

A small but vocal minor¬ 
ity in Britain say Japan has 
not made full recompense 
for its treatment of combat¬ 
ants.

’Where The Wild Things Are’ 
author Sendak dies 

Yo-Yo Ma and Paul Simon 
win 2012 Polar Music Prize 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Mau¬ 
rice Sendak, the author who 
introduced millions of chil¬ 
dren worldwide to mischie¬ 
vous Max and his monsters 
in "Where The Wild Things 
Are," died Tuesday, his pub¬ 
lisher said. He was 83. 

"He died on Tuesday in 
Danbury, Connecticut. The 
cause was complication from 
a recent stroke," Erin Crum, 
at HarperCollins in New 
York, told AFP. 

Critics say it is impossible 
to imagine children's litera¬ 
ture without Sendak, a New 
Yorker whose darkly original 
works across a 60-year career 
have been translated into 
dozens of languages. 

He "wrenched the picture 
book out of the safe, sanitized 
world of the nursery and 
plunged it into the dark, ter¬ 
rifying and hauntingly beau¬ 
tiful recesses of the human 
psyche," according to The 
New York Times. 

The New York Daily 
News said he'd possessed 
"the highest order of genius." 

Although the 1963 
"Where The Wild Things 
Are" is the best known, being 
turned into a popular movie 
in 2009, Sendak penned and 
illustrated nearly 50 books, 
including the acclaimed "Lit¬ 
tle Bear" series. 

Memorable works include 
"Pierre" about a troublesome 
child whose constant refrain 
throughout the book is "I 
don't care!" 

Other perennial favorites 
are "Really Rosie," "In the 
Night Kitchen," and "Outside 
Over There." In his later ca¬ 
reer, he put his visual imagi¬ 
nation to work as a set and 
costume designer for major 


opera and ballet productions 
in Britain and the United 
States. 

He won the prestigious 
Caldecott prize for children's 
literature, the Newbery 
medal, the international Hans 
Christian Andersen Award, a 
National Book Award, the 
Astrid Lindgren Memorial 
Award and a National Medal 
of Arts. 

President Barack Obama 
read "Where the Wild Things 
Are" to children at the annual 
White House Easter egg roll 
on April 9, mimicking the 
monsters in a loud voice. 

Another presidential acco¬ 
lade came from Bill Clinton 
in 1996, who described 
Sendak as having "single- 
handedly revolutionized chil¬ 
dren's literature." 

Born to Polish-Jewish im¬ 
migrant parents in Brooklyn, 
New York, he grew up in the 
shadow of the Holocaust in 
which many of his relatives 
had perished. 

However, he was uninter¬ 
ested in being a practicing 
Jew, saying his "gods" were 
the great authors and com¬ 
posers. "These are wonderful 
gods who have gotten me 
through the narrow straits of 
life," he told NPR. 

He said old age brought 
him sadness because friends 
"die and I can't stop them. 
They leave me and I love 
them more." But of his own 
eventual death, he said, "I'm 
ready, I'm ready." 

Actor Elijah Wood, who 
starred in movies based on 
another children's classic, J. 
R. R. Tolkien's "The Lord of 
the Rings," Tweeted: "Mau¬ 
rice Sendak has left us for the 
land of the wild things. May 
he carry on adventuring." 




Yo-Yo Ma 

STOCKHOLM (AFP) - Ac¬ 
claimed Chinese-American 
cellist Yo-Yo Ma and "world- 
class songwriter" Paul 
Simon, also of the United 
States, have won this year's 
Polar Music prize, organisers 
said in Stockholm Tuesday. 

Born in Paris to Chinese 
parents and having grown up 
in the United States, "Yo-Yo 
Ma has dedicated his virtuos¬ 
ity and his heart to journeys 
of musical exploration and 
discovery around the world," 
the jury said in its citation. 

"With a cello and curiosity 
in his wake, Yo-Yo Ma has ... 
united people from every 
continent," it said, adding 
that the 56-year-old cellist 
was "living proof that music 
is communication, passion 
and the ability to share expe¬ 
rience." 

As for 70-year-old Paul 
Simon, the jury insisted "no¬ 
body else is more deserving 
of the epithet of 'world-class 
songwriter'." 

"For five decades, Paul 
Simon has built bridges not 
only over troubled waters but 
over entire oceans by 
(re)joining the world's conti-

nents with his music," the 
jury said, referring to his 
smash hit "Bridge over Trou¬ 
bled Water" when he was part 
of a famous duo with Art 
Garfunkel in the 1960s. 

"With consummate skill, 
innovative arrangements and 
provocative lyrics that never 
fail to capture the currents of 
his age, Paul Simon has com¬ 
piled a library of songs which 
will remain open to future 
generations," the jury con¬ 
cluded. 

The winners will receive 
one million kronor (112,400 
euros, $146,100) in prize 
money from Swedish King 
Carl XVI Gustaf at a cere¬ 
mony at the Stockholm Con¬ 
cert Hall on August 28. 

The Polar Music Prize 
was founded in 1989 by the 
late Stig Anderson, the pub¬ 
lisher, lyricist and manager of 
iconic Swedish pop group 
ABBA. 

The prize, which has been 
awarded since 1992 when it 
went to former Beatle Paul 
McCartney, has also been 
won by American jazz star 
Dizzy Gillespie, Elton John, 
Peter Gabriel, Pink Floyd and 
Italian composer and conduc¬ 
tor Ennio Morricone.

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Djokovic fuming after 
debacle on blue clay 


MADRID (AFP) - 
Novak Djokovic 
scraped and slid to 
an opening victory 
at the Madrid Mas¬ 
ters on Tuesday, 
then let loose with a 
blistering appraisal 
of the event's con¬ 
troversial blue clay 
courts. 

The Serb is play¬ 
ing for the first time 
since losing the 
Monte Carlo final to 
Rafael Nadal, the 
second seed here 
who has so far led 
the criticism against 
the blue look. 

Djokovic beat 
the Spaniard for the 
Madrid title a year 
ago, backing up that 
win with another for 
the trophy in Rome. 

"That was not tennis, ei¬ 
ther I need football shoes of 
some advice on how to play 
on this court," said the Serb 
top seed after beating Spain's 
number 137 Daniel Gimeno- 
Traver 6-2, 2-6, 6-3. 

"I cannot find the words to 
describe this court. It's really 
tough to play like this on a 
centre court. 

"We cannot change any¬ 
thing this year, but my first 
impressions are not good. I 
don't want to be the one com¬ 
plaining, but I say honestly 
what I feel. 

"We need serious discus¬ 
sion about the future of this 
blue clay." 

The blue-clay plan was 
put into action by the tourna¬ 
ment's billionaire impresario 
Ion Tiriac, the man who 
brought catwalk models onto 
court as ball-girls in another 
experiment that has paid pub¬ 
lic relations dividends for the 
ATP-WTA Masters 1000. 

But Djokovic says the dif¬ 
ferences with the red clay 
surface to which players are 
more accustomed are stark. 

"This has no similarities 
with red clay, it's totally dif¬ 
ferent," said Djokovic, win¬ 
ner of the 2011 edition over 
home hero Rafael Nadal. "It's 
much more slippery. 

"The material of blue clay 
and red clay are different. 
When you slide on red clay 
you can feel when you stop. 
Here you are always slipping. 

"Most players I've spoken 
to share the opinion that the 
court is slippery." 

"I don't know how it will 
turn out in my next match. 
But I'm here to win. This is 



my work and I take things 
about this situation very seri¬ 
ously." 

Djokovic said the players 
were overlooked in the deci¬ 
sion to trial the controversial 
material.

(7/2) winner. 

The Belarus player was 
serving for a quick straight- 
set result but was broken as 
her opponent pulled level at 
5-5 in the second set. 

The seed had to save a set 
point in the 12th game to 
bring on a tie-breaker, which 
finally saw her through with 
32 winners in one and three- 
quarter hours.

Ceremonies at the site 
where the first Olympics 
were held some 2,800 years 
ago will be attended by Inter¬ 
national Olympic Committee 
(IOC) president Jacques 
Rogge, London 2012

tian Coe as well as other IOC 
members, British and Greek 
officials. 

An eight-day torch relay 
covering 2,900km around 
Greece will follow, taking in 
five archaeological sites and 
ending on May 17 with the 
arrival of the flame at the old 
Athens Olympic Stadium 
where the first modern 
Games were held in 1896. 

At an evening ceremony at 
the stadium the flame will be 
handed over to the British 
delegation to continue its 
journey to London. 



ATHENS (AFP) - The 
Olympic flame for this sum¬ 
mer's London Games will be 
lit Thursday in Ancient 
Olympia, the Hellenic 
Olympic Committee (HOC) 
announced on Tuesday. 

The Flame will be lit "with 
every solemnity, according to 
the traditional way," the HOC

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Del Bosque 'worried' about 
Villa's Euro chances 


MADRID(AFP) - Spain 
coach Vicente Del Bosque 
has admitted he is worried 
about David Villa's chances 
of competing at Euro 2012, 
only days after pledging to 
wait until the last moment be¬ 
fore ruling out his injured 
striker. 

Spain's bid to successfully 
defend their European title 
suffered a blow Tuesday 
when it was announced 
Barcelona defender Carles 
Puyol would likely be un¬ 
available due to imminent 
knee surgery. 

Now Villa — dubbed 'King 
David' thanks to his 51 goals 
in 82 internationals — could 
become the second high-pro¬ 
file name on Del Bosque's 
absentee list in Poland and 
Ukraine this summer. 

He fractured his left tibia in 
Barcelona's Club World Cup 
semi-final win over A1 Sadd in 


Japan on December 15. 

And despite showing signs 
of recovering, his lack of 
match fitness once the Euro 
rolls around would give Del 
Bosque a selection dilemma. 

"He is giving his all and 
recovering quickly, but he 
still has not played," Del 
Bosque said in comments 
broadcast on Cadena Ser 
radio Tuesday. 

"We are on tenterhooks. 
We are worried because, of 
course, it is difficult for us to 
take someone who has not 
played one game." 

Barcelona defender Puyol, 
meanwhile, faces six weeks 
on the sidelines depending on 
the outcome of the ex¬ 
ploratory knee surgery he is 
scheduled to undergo on Sat¬ 
urday. 

The club said Puyol would 
need about six weeks to re¬ 
cover. 


McClean death threats after 
Republic Euro call-up 


LONDON (AFP) - Republic 
of Ireland winger James Mc¬ 
Clean has received death 
threats after being included in 
Giovanni Trappatoni's squad 
for the 2012 European Cham¬ 
pionships. 

McClean played at Under- 
21 level for his native North¬ 
ern Ireland, a British 
controlled province, but took 
the controversial decision to 
'cross the border' and pursue 
a senior international career 
with the independent Repub¬ 
lic. 

The 23-year-old, a rising 
star with English Premier 
League side Sunderland, was 
included in veteran Italian 
manager Trappatoni's squad 
on Monday after just one 
substitute appearance for the 
national side. 

McClean reacted to news 
of his call-up for Euro 2012 
by saying on social network¬ 


ing site Twitter: "Absolutely 
honoured and couldn't be 
happier to have been called 
up to represent my country at 
the Euros. No better feeling." 

He later told the Mail: "To 
be called up to represent Ire¬ 
land has always been a per¬ 
sonal dream of mine and to 
be associated with players 
who I have watched myself is 
very special. 

"I can't wait to join up 
with the squad and start to 
focus on the Champi¬ 
onships." 

Irish state law allows any¬ 
one born in Northern Ireland 
to accept public office in the 
Republic and, consequently, 
the rules of the Football As¬ 
sociation of Ireland, which is 
only responsible for the game 
south of the border, allow any 
player born on the island of 
Ireland to represent the Re¬ 
public.
